children,  and  the  tens  of  thousands  of  wives 
more  wretched  than  the  widow  in  her  weeds, 
and  of  children  more  forlorn  and  pitiable  than 
orphans  themselves;  and  it  demonstrate#  con¬ 
clusively  how  great  a  proportion  of  this  positive, 
and  this  entailed  misery  is  tlie  legitimate  fruit  ol 
the  occanvna/  innocent  ( 1 )  glass  of  the  moderate 
drinker.  It  also  brings  forward  innumerable  in¬ 
stance*  of  the  advantages  of  total  abstinence ;
